Death of Dr Gettier. 


Dr. Charles P Gettier died at his home 


in Littlestown, Tuesday afternoon from 
hardening of the arteries, aged 71 years. 
He was one of the most prominent citizens 
of that town, and until recently served as 
Postmaster, resignfag this office because 
of his declining health. Dr. Gettier was 
born in Manchester, Md.., the son of Pe- 
ter and Anna Gettier. 
When a young 


man Dr. Gettier took up thestudy of med 
icine, and matriculated at the New York 
Homeopathic School, New York City 
He located in Littlestown for the practice 
of his profession and was married there to 
a daughter of the lateEphraim Myers. In 
1873 he went to the Pacific Coast and lo- 
abed as a practitioner at Suisum, Califor- 
nia, where he remained eight years, re- 
turning to Littlestown, where he spent the 
remainder of his life. Some years ago, 
saving been partially paralyzed, he gave 
up the duties of bis profession and enter- 
ed the mercantile business, conducting the 
general store of his father-in-law, until ap- 
pointed postmaster by President Wilson.

U. S. Forces 4,791,172 at End of War 


Rcierve of 2,340.000 Cast 1 Men Wailing 
' to Be Mobilized When Annitlice Wa» Signed 


The United States was ready to increase its fighting force to 


7,131,172 men during 1919 if the war had continued, Provost Marshal 
General Crowder stated in his annual report to congress. 


A reserve of 2,340,000 class 1 men was waiting to be mobilized 


when the armistice was signed, the report stated, the armed strength 
of the nation then being 4^91,172 men. 
When war was declared the 


"armed strength was 378,619 men. 


Two out of every three men in uniform were raised through the 


draft, Crowder stated, the total number inducted during the war being 
2,810,296. Every one was taken from class 1. 


Only 18 per cent of the men of military age, 18 to 45, were in the 


service, the report stated, while England contributed 62 per cent of her 
available fighters. 


In all 24,23f,021 men *erc registered by the great draft system for 


military service. 


Seven per cent was the maximum percentage of men taken from 


jiny one industry. 


The farmers wore treated better than any other workers, 69 per 


cent "of those rogif-tcied being granted deferred classification. 
Com- 


paratively few married" men were taken, the records showing that 89 
per cent of them 'were deferred.* 
,- 


Physically the nation is 70 per cent perfect, according to the draft 


examiners. This is the percentage of the men found fit. This does not 
include the limited service men or those whose defects could be remedied 


The highest percentages of physical fitness come from the middle 


West. 
Oklahoma led the nation with 82 per cent, closely followed by 


Arkansas, Kansas, Xebratka, "Wyoming, Texas and North Dakota. Rhode 
Island and Arizona show the largest percentages of physically unfit, with 
Connecticut, 
Massachusetts Vermont, 
Xew York and Washington 


close. Ehode Island had only 53 per cent fit and Xew York 60 per cent. 


Liquor *as the smallest factor in causing physical rejections, the 


percentage being only one-tenth of 1 per cent. Heart troubles, eyes, 
tuberculosis and mental defects brought the largest number of rejections, 
each claiming more than 19 per cent of the total disqualified. Flat 
feet took only 1.3 per cent. 


Gen. Crowder's "work or fight'' order forced 120,000 men either into 


the army or useful work and his drive on the slacker marriages added 
123,000 men to cla=s one. 
Eighteen thousand waiters alone changed 


thei'r work, as did 17,000 clerical workers. 
More than 295,000 are still 


classed as deserters by the provost marshal general's office, having failed 
to answer calls or register. About 67,000 have been apprehended. 


Eight thousand comiets or ex-prisoners were inducted and their 


records show they have made fine fighting men. 


Gen. Crowder closes his report with a tribute to all who helped 


make the draft a success. The total cost of the draft v,as onlj $16,000.000 
and Gen. Crowder had $38.000,000 in appropriations waiting to go back 
to the treasury 
The per capita cost of the irductments was $653, 


as compared v>>a $217 in the '60s. The cost of cutting a Aolunteer 


$28.95 during the operation of the draft. 


Middle West Farmer* Assert 
That "Hour-Earlier" Scheme 
Makes Them Lose 60 Minutes 


Opposition to the repetition of the 


daylight saving scheme next summer 
is developing in unexpected quarters, 
according to reports from the local 
farm bureaus in the middle West. The 
farmers do not want to see the flock 
tuined ahead next spring. They com- 
plain that the change of time makes 
them lose an hour's work during the 
haying and wheat harvesting season 
because of the heavy dews that do not 
dry in time for thenTto start the day's 
work until half-past nine o'clock in 
the morning. 


Under the old system it was possible 


for them to begin work in the fields 
at half-past eight o'clock, but under 
the new scheme they cannot start until 
an hour later. This, they say, causes 
them the entire loss of an hour, be- 
cause no matter at what time they 
starr work the hired hands- insist on 
quitting for the day promptly at six 
o'clock in the evening. They urge that 
instead of forcing them to lose this 
hour during the most important sea- 
son, it would be better for the workers 
in the cities, vvho wish to save the hour 
of daylight, to report for work an hour 
early* They propose to fight a re- 
enactment of the time-changing law in 
congress.

Monument for Apple Tree 


Erected by the Farmers of 


Dundas County, in Ontario 


One of the most novel monuments m 


existence has been built in Canada by 
the farmers of Dundas county, On- 
tario. They have erected a marble pil- 
lar to mark the site on \vhich giew a 
famous apple tree. More than a cen- 
tury ago a settler in Canada named 
Macintosh, when clearing a space in 
which to make a home in the wilder- 
ness, disco\ered among a number of 
wild apple trees one which bore fruit 
so superior to the rest that he cultir 
vated it and named it the Macintosh 
Red. The apple became famous; seeds 
and cuttings were distributed to all 
parts of Canada, so that now the-Mac- 
intosh Red flourishes wherever apples 
grow in the great Dominion. 
In 1896 


the original, tree from which this enor- 
mous family sprang was injured by 
fire, but it continued to bear fruit 
until a few years ago. 
Then after 


llo years it died, and the grateful 
farmers have raided a marble pillai 
in honor of the tree which has done 
so raufh for the fruit-growing industry 
of thcnr land.

Here is the ration ex- 
pressed in quantities sufficient to feed 
100 hens one day: 


Scratch Feed—Ten pound" shelled 


corn or kamr and 5 pounds thrashed 
oats or barley.

morning and evening. 


Dry Mash—Three pound" bran or 3 


pounds cornmeal, 3 pounds shorts or 
3 pounds giouud oats, and 1% pounds 
beefscrap or 1 pound tankage. Three 
gallons of milk may be substituted for 
the beefscrap or tankage. 
Keep this 


mash before the birds at all times. 


In addition to this feed, supply green 


feed in some form, plenty of fresh 
water and grit and shell.

been achocated bv the extension serv- 
ice of the University of Missouri col- 
lege of agricjultuie.

American expeditionary forces gives 
an idea of .supplies only when it is 
remembered they represent vp"er>c<= 
held between dailj consumption and 
arrhal* known to be en route.

tatoes furnish a striking example. The 
stock in hand at the la^t report was 
8,200,000 pounds,, and yet the Ameri- 
can forces are receiving 30,000 ton-?

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LTTIOUGIT William Henry Har­ 
rison was elected to the presi­ 
dency as the log-cabin candidate, in 
the first of our frenzied, parading cam­ 
paigns, he was born to one of "the 
5rst families of Virginia,” in a manor 
house on the banks of the aristocratic 
Tames. 
As a son of Benjamin Har­ 
rison, signer of the Declaration, with 
ihe blood of Pocahontas in his veins, 
md as a descendant of a Cromwellian 
ïolonel who signed the death warrant 
Df a king, no president has ¿/iad a 
longer, more historic lineage. 


In ability William Henry Harrison 
fell below the standard of his prede­ 
cessors. 
He was elected not because 
he was a great statesman or a great 
Soldier, but because lie was thoroughly 
representative of the new West, which 
was flattered to see in the White House 
for the first time a man created in its 
own image. 


At 
Harrison’s 
inauguration 
the 
presidency 
entered an 
eclipse and 
was held for 20 years by secondary 
characters, who reigned, but did not 
rule. 
With men of the eminence of 
Clay and Webster, Calhoun and Ben­ 
ton, latterly Cass and Houston, Doug­ 
las and Davis, Case and Wade, Sew­ 
ard and Sumner in the senate, dis­ 
tinction and leadership passed from 
the White House to the capitol. 
It 
was an ignoble period in our politics 
when both parties were dodging the 
irrepressible issue of slavery. 


In the teeth of a piercing northwest 
wind, the old farmer president-elect, 
bareheaded and disdaining the protec­ 
tion of an overcoat, rode horseback to 
the capitol. 
After addressing a great 
crowd that shivered in its shawls and 
furs, he insisted, though half-frozen, 
on remounting his horse and leading 
thé inaugural parade. 


No sooner was the first Whig presi­ 
dent in the chair than the claims of 
factions and the clamor for patronage 
assailed 
him. 
Clay 
had 
declined 
cabinet honors—and labors—In 
the 
confident expectation of playing the 
easier and more powerful role of the 
power behind the throne. 
The Im­ 
perious manner of the Great Com­ 
moner 
wounding 
the 
presidential 
pride, he was requested to make his 
calls at the White House as infre­ 
quent and inconspicuous as he con­ 
veniently could. 
Thereupon his total 
absence became embarrassingly con­ 
spicuous. 


The one clear mandate of the elec­ 
tion of 1840 was to turn out the Demo­ 
crats and give the jobs to the Whigs. 
Straightway 
a 
hungry 
horde 
fell 
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KKATNKSS and the presidency 
found John Tyler down on one 
knee, playing “knucks” with his boys 
iu a pathway of his dooryard in Wil­ 
liamsburg, that stately old vice-rcgol 
village of colonial Virginia. 
He had 
not even heard that Harrison was ill. 
until destiny, without steam, wire or 
rail to carry it, sped to him from Wash­ 
ington by boat and buggy with the 
news that the president had been dead 
a day and that the empty presidential 
chair was awaiting the vice president. 


Tyler belongs among the third or 
i’Mirth-rate presidents. 
Although 
a 
clean-handed, kindly man of good p re s­ 
ence and polished manners, he wa< 
a mediocre country lawyer. 


As John Tyler stepped into the 
White House, its door .closed against 


William Henry Harrison. 


apon Harrison and literally devoured 
him. In a month to a day he was dead 
of pneumonia, the first president to 
die In olfice throughout the more than 
60 years of its existence, 


This briefest of administrations is 
a pathetic little story of a simple, 
lonely old man, lured from his farm 
to be the sport of j^olJtics. 
Ailing in 
body and harried in mind, he was 
without tlie care and companionship 
of his good wife, Anna Symmes Hur- 
j*ison, daughter of a New Jersey rolu- 
nel in the devolution who became 
one of the pioneer soldiers of Ohio, 
Broken by the hard toil of a frontier 
household and sorrowing for the loss 
of eight of her ten children, this wife 
of one president and grandmother of 
another, still was making ready to 
take up her duties as mistress of the 
White House when the pews of her 
husband’s death came to he*.

the party which had elected him only 
"’five months before. Death had turned 
out the Whigs after 30 days of power 
and caused a political revolution. 


Clay looked upon the accidental pres­ 
ident as only a regent for the H arri­ 
son administration and for the Whig 
party. 
Eurly in the extra session of 
congress, that impression of the sen­ 
ator from Kentucky was sharply cor­ 
rected by a presidential veto of one of 
his own bills—a banking bill. 


The Whigs were wild with rage; 
the Democrats filled with glee. 
The 
Democratic senators hastened in a 
body to the White House, where they 
were patting Tyler on the back while 
a Whig mob outside in the yard was 
making a vociferous, but futile pro­ 
test. 
When the next veto came in 
Clay himself called the cabinet to­ 
gether and the members, with one ex­ 
ception, agreed to resign. 


The exception was none other than 
that of the secretary of state, Daniel 
Webster. 
“Where am I to go?” the 
god-like Daniel thundered in his be­ 
wilderment. 
Some told him to go to 
one place, some to another. He held 
on for two years, until he hud con* 
eluded the negotiation of the Ashbur< 
ton treaty, which fixed the disputed 
boundary between Maine and Canada, 
and then he resigned. 


Upon Webster’s retirement, Tyler 
installed in the state department his 
mentor and idol, John C. Calhoun, and 
thus completed 
the overturn. 
The 
cabinet was now out and out Demo­ 
cratic and of the pro-slayery brand, 


| 
Texas had seceded 
from 
Mexico, 
which had abolished slavery, and its 
I American settler», who were facing the 
choice of slave labor or free labor, 
were anxious to be admitted to the 
Union. 
The sla\e 
holders 
of the 
southern 
states 
wanted 
to 
expand 
their power over the vast Texan em­ 
pire as an offset to the rapid expan­ 
sion of the free states in the great 
West. 
But northern sentiment was 
opposed. 


At au opportune moment for the 
annexationists, 
the ubiquitous John 
Bull, with his omnipresent gunboat, 
appeared on the Texan scene as a 
mediator 
between 
Mexicans 
and 
Texans. 
His entry gave the slave in­ 
terests the needed villain for the play, 
and the cry went up that we must 
annex Texas to keep the British from 
grabbing it. 


Nevertheless 
the 
senate 
rejected 
overwhelmingly the treaty of annexa­ 
tion. 
Thereupon Tyler proposed to 
beat the devil around the slump, and 
Texas was annexed the last night of 
the administration by a simple joint 
resolution, rushed through the two 
bouses ?f congress.

HARBOR THEFTS 


Vigilance of New York Harbor 
Motor Police Makes Stealing 
Extra Hazardous. 


HEAVY 
TOLL 
TAKEN 


Motorboat Crooks Work Hand in Hand 
With Barge Captains— Harbor Po* 
lice 
Pursue 
Pirates 
With 
Speedy Launches. 


New York.—Thousands of dollars 
worth of loot which used to be almost 
the nightly toll of New York city har­ 
bor motor thieves have now dwindled 
to a minimum of losses, due to the ef­ 
ficiency of the New York harbor po­ 
lice. The police have jurisdiction over 
the navigable waters of New York city 
and their aquatic beat, measured in 
shore lines, covers a distance of 445 
miles. 


Speedy motorboats, equipped with 
automatic rapid fire guns, grappling 
irons and searchlights, patrol every 
inch of the distance, day and night. 
Each member of the sailor police must 
be able to swim, and swim well. Many 
of them are former sailors with a 
technical knowledge of nautical mat­ 
ters which helps them in their present 
work. 


Work During Relieving Hour. 


Police and launches work iu eight- 
hour shifts. Immediately following roll 
call, the launches start off for their 
post, nearly always close to the pier­ 
head line, and always there at night­ 
time. The police launches steal along 
at night without sidelights and now 
and then flash an inquiring searchlight 
into the darkest depths of some de­ 
serted pier. 


For this Is the time and place when 
the motorboat pirate plies his art. He 
knows the relieving hour, too, and does 
business very fast during the 30 min­ 
utes it takes to change reliefs. In fact, 
so cognizant is he of the very time and 
place, that both are changed every 
fortnight to keep him guessing. 


“Bleeding the Cargo.1! 


“Bleeding the cargo,” they call it— 
the favorite form of river robbery. De­ 
fined, the phrase means stealing a lit­ 
tle here and there, the total making a 
snug haul. The game Is more safe if 
the barge captain stands in with the 
pirates, as he often does. He receive 
cash for the privilege of letting the 
pirates make awray wTitli a certain por­ 
tion of his cargo, a small supply of

sugar, a few bags of coffee or a feu 
jTards of rope. 
Combined, it makes a 
launch cargo worth considerable mon­ 
ey. 


If it is coffee the thieves are after 
(already weighed and passed on to the 
rightful owners) the captain looks the 
other way while the pirates pilfer a 
few 100-pound sacks.

it's In the motorboat and off to some 
“fence” ashore,

The river pirate's vocation is the 
safest one in the underworld. Nearly 
all the men have been sailors them­ 
selves, 
They operate under cover of 
darkness, in speedy motorboats built 
especially for the work.

Her life wan saved 
by drinking large quantities of milk and 
she will recover. The cause of the act is 
said to have been brooding over a letter 
sent her which demanded her former name. 
During the summer of 1917 it is alleged, 
Mary Glass became attached to a private 
eoldier and, after going together a short 
time, the*pair were supposed to have been 
married and settled down in Gettysburg. 
Later the suppcsed husband became pro- 
moted- to a sergeant and then to lieuten- 
ant and was sent overseas for duty in 
France 
While away from Gettysburg, 


the Lieutenant, it is said, sent regular 
monthly allotments to Mary Glass, and 
she was known in Gettysburg by the name 
of her supposed husband in France. A few 
months ago, however, it is alleged, she 
married a private named Samuel Cecil 
who is stationed as an army cook in Wash- 
ington. On Wednesday it is said, Mrs 
Cecil received an order from the govern- 
ment at Washington to send her former 
name for the facilitation of making out 
certain accounts. The fear of her former 
affair being discovered is said to have been 
the cause of her attempted suicide. 
Mrs. 


Cecil swallowed the asperin tablets be- 
tween 10 and 11 o'clock on Wednesday 
night, the story goes, and a call was at 
once sent for her father and brother. 
Her 


father ran to her home and the brother for 
a doctor. A person attracted to the house 
by a commotion advised the instant drink- 
ing of a quantity of milk which counter- 
acted the poison and, in all probability, 
prevented a fatality. 


Biglerville Boy Decapitated.

ian Surplus Vegetables for Use N ext Winter— In Sonic Case3 Product*^ t* 
Being Curtailed and There Is Need for Caxeful Saving of Every B t of 
Surplus. 


{Propared by the U nited S tates D e p a rt­ 
m ent of Agriculture.) 


Greens of all kinds, both wild or cul­ 
tivated, are well liked by most people 
and are valuable food in the human 
dietary. 
If more were eaten there 
W’ould be less need of resorting to the 
doctor. 


When the various kinds of greens 
are young, tender and at their best, 
some should bo canned for use during 
the winter. 
Of the wild greens the 
dandelion is the most common. Among 
the cultivated greens are Swiss chard, 
kale, Chinese cabbage leaves, French 
endive, cabbage sprouts, turnip tops, 
young tender New Zealand spinach, 
dandelion, 
young 
tender 
dasheeti 
sprouts, native mustard, Russian mus- 
•tard, collards and tender rape leaves. 
All possess iron and other needed min­ 
eral substances, and are nearly as de­ 
licious when canned as when fresh. 


Tin* following directions for canning 
greens are given by the United States 
department of agriculture:

HE spot where France weeps" 
has been a place of gladness 
since last November 11. What 
will be the next distinguish- 


ing feature of the Place de la Con- 
corde, one of Paris'' great places: and 
perhaps the most magnificent public 
Kjunre in the world? asks the Kansas 
City Star. 
Will it, too, be tragic? For 


an air of tragedy has clung to this 
splendid product of engineering and 
art. 


Thousands died there in the blood 


mildness of the French Revolution ; the 
allied armies of Napoleon held a sol- 
emn to deum there in 1814; in 1871 
the hated Prussian encamped in the 
bountiful square; later the same year 
it was the scene of fi?rce and bloody 
conflicts between Versailles troops p.nd 
the Communards, who had erected bar- 
ricades at one of the entrances; since 
1871 the statue dedicated to the city 
of Strassburg had been continuously 
draped in mourning and known as the 
"Lost Sister," keeping r.live in the 
minds of Frenchmen the theft of AK 
eace-Lorruiue. 


A Place of Beauly, 


It is a place of lovely fountains wncl 


statues. 
Originally it was intended as 


R center of commemoration, w'here 
statues and monuments might be-erect- 
ed to celebrate the memory -of -great 
Frenchmen and their -dwds. I.otiis XV 
modestly give it a start vrifti -a statue 
of himself, but this JK> longer stands 
there. 
It djsappenred in the Revolu- 


tion. 
There STC in it mow eight colos- 


sal statues representing 'eight princi- 
pal cities •of France—Li HP. Rouen, 
Nantes, Bordeaux, Brest, Marseilles. 
Lyons nr.d SfcrassbraTg. 
'There is now 


talk of erec'-ttas ie lit -some immortal 
conception of the present conflict and 
Its victoricros «utoome_ 


On one sfrfle of the Place de la Con- 


corde runs the feixwwll Hue Royale, ex- 
tending to the majestic church of I-a 
Madeleine. On the .opposite side is the 
River Seimws. On its 'right is the Gar- 
den of il*e TuMerles ®nd on the left 
the fauicws -promenade -of. the Champs. 
Elysees. 
En <tiL>e old pence times the 


riiiee de 3=a OMioorde was a scene of 
gjxyety. 
Came to it -tourists from all 


parts "of tla-e world, nboiat it promenad- 
ed the fafi&Kwaafoles of Paris. 


The note of gayety would die out 


of the voices of Fr-enclu^e.n as they 
passed the figiEre of the "Lost Sister" 
with its ever present cvf\-^ and soin- 
ber wreaths of mourning. It signified 
that France ha<! neither forgotten nor 
forgiven. 


The day the armifiti.ee was declared 


unparalleled scenes of joy occurred in 
the Place de la Concorde, 
Captured 


German guns were brought to its con- 
fines; soldiers, civilians, women and 
children gathered there and laughed 
and sang and cheered with all the 
abandon of the Gaul. 
The mourning 


wreaths were torn away from the 
Strassburg monument and the statue 
decked with a crown of gold leaves. 
This crcwn is still upon the colossal 
figure of what is now the "Redeemed 
Sister.1' 


^The dreams of many men of genius 


have gone into the making of the 
Place de la Concorde. 
Gabriel, the 


architect, and an unnamed engineer 
of great imagination, constructed the 
pavilions and balustrades, laid the 
groundwork for the achievement in 
Ihe middle of the eighteenth century. 
The equestrian figure xpf Louis XV, 
which stood in the square until the 
Revolution, was the work of Bou- 
chardon. Pigalle, one of his contempo- 
raries, surrounded this statue with fig- 
ures emblematic of Strength, Wisdom, 
Justice and Peace. 
The square re- 


ceived its present form in 1854 from 
designs by Hittorf. 
The great statues 


of the cities were made by four fa- 
mous French sculptors, each of whom 
did two figures. 
At the entrance to 


. he Champs Elysees, which forms the 
western boundary of the place, are 
the famous "Horses of Marly," by Guil- 
laume Coustou, and at the eastern 
Bide at the entrance to the Garden of 
the Tuilerles, are the "Renomees" of 
Coyzevox—Mercury and Fame bestride 
the horses. 


Obelisk of Barneses It. 


In the center rises the obelisk of 


Rameses II, towering 76 feet and 
weighing 2-10 tons. It is a single block 
of reddish granite, more than three 
thousand years old aad ft one* stood 


before the temple of Amenhotep near 
Thebes. 
It was brought to Paris in 


1S36. 


It was on the present site of the 


obelisk that the guillotine was erected 
in 1792 and Louis XVI died beneath 
its blade in 179:3. 
Among those who 


died in the red days of the square 
were Charlotte Corday. Marie Antoi- 
nette, 
Danton, 
Camille 
Dosmoulins 


and Robespierre, and in all upwards 
of 2,800. 


But the French remember those days 


of tragedy with loss sorrow than they 
do the crowning indignity of the pres- 
ence of the Prussians on the Place de 
la Concorde in 1871. 
The soldiers of 


William I showed the usual German 
disrespect for art by hanging their ac- 
coutrements on the great statues, by 
littering the place with the refuse of 
army camps, even at times by hitch- 
ing their horses in aiid about the 
square. 


Should some heroic figure commemo- 


rative of the great war be erected 
there the spot where France has sor- 
rowed for more than 40 years will be- 
come a spot where France can re- 
joice. 
Even without this final trib- 


ute of the artist's imagery, the gar» 
Ijmd crowned figure of the "Redeemed 
Sister" will remain forever a thing of 
joy to the trw<? son and daughter of 
France, as well as to the lovers of lib- 
erty throughout the world.
